TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP 
THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  City  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-1965  was  47,510,  oompared 
with  47,860  in  1964  and  a  figure  of  48,235  at  the  1961  census. 

Registered  births  totalled  753,  equivalent  to  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17.6  per 

I, 000  population,  which  may  be  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  18.1  per  1,000.  Illegi¬ 
timate  births  amounted  to  10.8  per  cent  of  the  total  births. 

The  698  deaths  assigned  to  the  City  were  equivalent  to  an  adjusted  death  rate  of 

II. 2  per  1,000  population,  the  national  rate  being  11.5  per  1,000.  There  were  35  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung. 

In  1965  infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  14,  the  resultant  mortality 
rate  being  18.6  per  1,000  live  births  against  the  national  rate  of  19.0  per  1,000. 

Still  births  and  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  week  of  life  have  fallen  steadily 
since  1962,  and  it  is  also  satisfactory  to  record  that  only  four  maternal  deaths  have 
occurred  sinoe  1964.  Both  these  improvements  refleot  the  rising  standard  of  oare 
provided  by  the  obstetric  services. 

During  the  year  a  moderate  sized  outbreak  of  measles  ooourred  and  there  was  a 
higher  incidence  than  usual  of  scarlet  fever.  The  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Blackburn 
in  the  summer  of  1965  had  its  repercussions  here  resulting  in  an  increased  demand  for 
vaccination  against  this  disease*  Nearly  1,000  residents  under  the  age  of  15  were  vaooi- 
nated,  against  402  in  the  previous  year. 

One  of  the  most  effective  means  of  discovering  unknown  sources  of  tuberoulosis 
infection  is  by  mass  radiography.  A  mobile  radiography  unit  again  visited  the  City 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  when  1,264  persons  underwent  a  ohest  X-ray.  Sinoe  1961  no 
less  than  33,623  Lancaster  people  voluntarily  used  this  service. 

A  great  deal  of  the  work  of  your  public  health  inspectors  goes  on  unobtrusively 
day  by  day.  Nevertheless,  the  routine  sampling  of  water  supplies,  milk,  meat  and  other 
foods,  the  measurement  of  air  pollution,  the  inspection  of  houses,  the  abatement  of  nuis¬ 
ances,  rodent  and  insect  pest  oontrol  and  the  supervision  of  food  handling  premises  are 
all  vital  safeguards  to  the  health  of  the  community.  The  ordinary  oitisen  is  not  slow 
to  oomplain  and  rightly  expects  high  standards  to  be  maintained  in  these  matters. 
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Houses  in  multiple  occupation  have  for  long  been  a  serious  problem  and  the  report 
by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  aotion  taken  to  improve  the  living  conditions 
in  these  properties  should  bring  some  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  It  is  encouraging 
also  to  see  that  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  erection  of  bungalows  suitable  for 
the  needs  of  old  people. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  conscientious  work  of 
the  Health  Department  staff  and  of  the  continued  interest  and  support  of  the  Health 
Committee  in  its  work.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  home  population  at  mid-1965  was  47,510, 
a  decrease  of  350  from  the  mid  =>1964  figure. 

The  County  Report  for  Lancashire  on  the  1961  census  was  published  in  February, 
1964,  and  the  most  noticeable  change  in  the  population  structure  since  the  last  census 
was  the  higher  proportion  of  persons  aged  65  and  over.  For  England  and  Wales  the 
proportion  was  11.9%,  compared  with  13.7%  in  Lancaster. 

Considering  persons  of  pensionable  age  (males  65,  females  60)  the  proportion 
increased  from  14.9%  in  1951  to  17.1%  in  1961.  Of  the  8,268  elderly  citizens  at  the 
1961  census  3,222  or  39%  were  living  either  alone  or  with  another  person  of  pension¬ 
able  age. 


The  following  table  compares  the  proportionate  distribution  in  twenty-year  age 
groups  of  the  population  of  Lancaster  City  and  the  Administrative  County  of  Lancashire 
in  1951  and  1961.  The  percentage  of  persons  aged  65  and  over  and  of  those  of  pension¬ 
able  age  have  also  been  included.  At  the  other  end  of  the  age  scale  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  proportion  under  20  years  of  age  rose  from  26.4%  in  1951  to  27.8%  in 
1961,  although  the  effect  of  the  rising  birth  rate  during  the  decade  was  hardly  suffic¬ 
ient  to  bring  about  an  increase  in  the  actual  number  of  persons  in  this  age  group. 

There  was  no  "natural  increase"  during  the  decade.

Births 


In  1965  registered  births  decreased  by  88  to  753  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
17.6  per  1,000  population.  This. figure  may  be  oompared  with  the  adjusted  rate  of  18.6 
for  the  Administrative  County  and  with  the  national  rate  of  18.1  per  1,000.  Table  3 
shows  the  crude  birth  rate  in  Lancaster  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Of  the  753  live  births  81  or  10.8%  were  illegitimate  compared  with  a  figure  of 
8.9%  in  1964  and  7.1%  in  1965. 
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Deaths 


Deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  698,  corresponding  to  a  crude  death  rate  of  14.7 
per  1,000  population.  The  daath  rate  "area  comparability  factor"  has  been  specifi¬ 
cally  adjusted  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  within 
the  City  area.  Thus  Lancaster's  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.2  per  1,000  compared  with 
the  national  rate  of  11.5  per  1,000.  The  adjusted  rate  for  the  Administrative  County 
in  1965  was  13.0  per  1,000,  mortality  in  the  North  Western  Region  being  higher 
generally  than  in  more  favourable  regions  in  the  South  and  therefore  exceeding  the 
national  figure. 

Table  1  shows  the  registered  deaths  classified  by  cause  and  sex  under  the  36 
main  headings  used  by  the  Registrar-General,  but  the  relative  importance  of  the 
principal  causes  may  be  more  clearly  seen  in  the  table  below:

Lung  Cancer 

Deaths  from  the  lung  cancer  in  the  City  in  each  of  the  last  10  years  are  shown 
in  the  accompanying  table  along  with  total  deaths  and  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
cancer.  It  will  be  noted  that  during  this  period  196  males  died  from  lung  cancer 
compared  with  only  27  females.  In  1965  the  death  rates  from  this  disease  in 
Lancaster,  the  Administrative  County,  and  England  and  Wales  were  respectively  0.73, 
0.51  and  0.55  per  1,000  population.

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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 


It'  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy, 
childbirth  and  abortion  in  Lancaster  since  1962  and  only  four  since  1954,  compared 
with  14  in  the  previous  decade.  In  Table  4  the  maternal  mortality  rates  for 
Lancaster  M.B.,  the  Administrative  County  and  for  England  and  Vales  are  compared, 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  death  rate  (1964-1955)  fell  to  a  level 
considerably  less  than  half  the  figure  for  the  previous  decade.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 


As  aginst  18  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1964  there  were  only  14 
deaths  in  1965,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  18.6  per  1,000  live  births  -  the 
lowest  rate  since  1958.  Table  5  provides  further  comparisons  over  the  last  twenty  years 
and  shows  that  the  death  rate  for  the  decade  1964-55  was  approximately  two-thirds  of  the 
figure  for  the  previous  decade.

Peri-Natal  and  Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Of  the  14  infants  who  died  at  ages  under  one  year  12  failed  to  survive  four  weeks 
and  10  died  within  the  first  week  of  life.  These  early  deaths  were  mainly  due  to 
prematurity  and  congenital  malformations  as  can  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  analysis 
of  causes  of  infant  deaths. 

Causes  of  death  immediately  after  birth  are  more  akin  to  causes  of  stillbirth  and 
differ  from  the  causes  operating  later  on  in  the  first  year  of  life.  Peri-natal  mort¬ 
ality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life)  has  decreased  from  47.8 
per  1,000  live  and  still  births  in  1962  to  a  rate  of  40.5  in  1963,  28.0  in  1964  and  33 
in  1965.  This  fall  in  deaths  round  about  the  time  of  birth  can  be  regarded  as  a 
reflection  of  the  higher  standards  of  obstetric  care  now  available.

Morbidity  -  Weekly  Rate  of  New  Claims  to  Sickness  Benefit 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 

and  National  Insurance  for  the  information  on  the  next  page,  showing  the  weekly 
number  of  new  claims  to  sickness  benefit  made  by  the  working  population  in  the 
Lancaster  area.  These  records  cover  Lunesdale  and  part  of  Lancaster  Rural  Districts 
as  well  as  Lancaster  City,  In  1965  the  peak  period  occurred  in  January,  February 
and  March  and  again  in  December.  The  accompanying  graph  shows  that  the  trend  of 
morbidity  has  followed  a  roughly  similar  pattern  in  each  of  the  three  years  1963, 
1964  and  1965,  The  average  number  of  new  claims  per  week  during  1965  was  205,  and 

this  level  has  remained  steady  for  the  past  five  years. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  figures  do  not  relate  to  the  total  amount  of 
sickness  in  the  working  population,  but  merely  indicate  the  incidence  of  new  oases 
of  sickness  arising  each  week.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


The  main  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  concerns  the  control  of  infectious 
diseases  and  environmental  health  and  detailed  reports  on  these  services*  which  are 
directly  controlled  by  the  City  Council*  will  be  found  in  Section  "C"  and  Section  "D". 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern  mainly  the 
personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  communi¬ 
ty.  Although  administered  by  statutory  authorities  other  than  the  City  Council,  it  is 
felt  that  some  brief  account  of  the  nature  and  scope  of  these  services  will  be  of 
interest. 

Looal  Health  Services  under  Part  III  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act*  1946 


Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  2  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible 
for  the  day-to-day  administration  of  the  following  health  services*  which  are  available 
to  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  as  well  as  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  surrounding  districts. 

1.  Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young  Children  including  the 
provision  of  ante-natal  clinics*  post-natal  care*  dental  care*  child 
welfare  centres  and  day  nurseries*  as  well  as  special  arrangements  for 
premature  babies  and  unmarried  mothers. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

3.  Health  Visiting. 

4.  Home  Nursing. 

5.  Home  Help  Service,  including  night  and  evening  attendance. 

6.  Immunisation  and  Vaccination.  Existing  schemes  afford  protection  to 
children  against  smallpox*  diphtheria*  whooping  cough  and  tetanus* 
poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis. 

7.  Ambulance  Service. 

8.  Mental  Health  Service,  This  provides  supervision  and  after-care  for 
two  distinct  classes,  viz,*  those  suffering  from  mental  illness  and 
those  who  are  mentally  handicapped.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are 
responsible  for  the  community  care  of  such  persons*  working  in  close 
co-operation  with  general  practitioners  and  consultant  psychiatrists. 

A  Junior  Training  Centre  and  Hostel  has  been  established  at  Greaves 
House*  Lancaster*  for  severely  subnormal  children  as  well  as  an 
Adult  Training  Centre  at  Torrisholme, 

9.  Prevention  of  Illness  and  Care  and  After-Care  of  Persons  suffering 
from  Illness 5  including  health  education,  convalescent  care* 
prevention  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis*  provision  of  nursing 
equipment  and  apparatus*  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from 
hospital,  a  domiciliary  laundry  service,  and  a  chiropody  service  for 
the  elderly*  the  physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers. 
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Welfare  Services  -  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 


The  following  welfare  services  are  also  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee. 

1.  Residential  Accommodation.  For  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
not  otherwise  available  to  them,  accommodation  is  provided  in  the 
following  hostels  -  Dolphinlee,  Laurels,  Fair  Elms  and  Beaumont  View, 

Lancaster $  the  Empress  Hostel  at  Morecambej  Moor  Platt  and 

The  Hermitage  at  Caton. 

2.  Care  of  Aged  Persons  in  their  Own  Homes.  The  domiciliary  services 
provided  by  the  County  Council  have  been  expanded  where  neoessary,  so 

as  to  give  adequate  assistance,  support  and  encouragement,  in  conjunction 
with  local  voluntary  organisations,  to  enable  old  people  to  continue  to 
live  in  their  own  homes  as  long  as  possible. 

3.  Handicapped  Persons.  Registers  are  maintained  for  the  blind,  the  partially 
sighted  and  the  deaf  for  whom  certain  welfare  services  are  made  available 
through  the  agency  of  voluntary  organisations.  Other  classes  of  handi¬ 
capped  persons,  including  cripples,  epileptics  and  spastics,  may  after 
registration,  be  provided  with  occupational  therapy,  transport  to  sooial 
centres,  holidays,  chiropody  treatment,  etc. 

4.  Homes  for  Disabled  and/or  Old  Persons.  There  are  seven  homes  of  this 
nature  in  the  division,  all  managed  by  voluntary  organisations  or  by  private 
individuals.  These  are  registered  and  inspected  regularly  by  the  divisional 
medical  staff. 

School  Health  Service  °  Education  Act,  1944 

The  school  health  service  is  controlled  centrally  by  a  committee  of  the  County 
Council,  and  for  the  local  administration  of  this  service,  the  Divisional  Medioal  Offioer 
is  responsible  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  medical  and  dental  inspections  of  children  carried  out 
in  the  City  schools,  various  clinics,  some  attended  by  visiting  specialists,  are  provided 
for  the  correction  or  treatment  of  certain  defects. 

The  admission  of  handicapped  pupils  to  special  schools  is  arranged  through  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Medical  supervision  of  ohildren  under  the  care  of  the 
Children's  Department  is  also  undertaken  by  the  school  medical  officers.  Details  relat¬ 
ing  to  local  clinics  are  set  out  in  the  Table  on  page  19. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  foodstuffs,  as  well 
as  of  specimens  of  faeces,  blood,  nose  and  throat  swabs,  etc.  from  individual  patients 
is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Preston  and  I  am  indebted  to 
Dr.  Robertson,  its  Director,  for  much  helpful  advice  in  connection  with  epidemiological 
investigations. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  water,  as  well  as  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  taken  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1953,  is  performed  by  the  County  Analyst,  Dr.  Walker,  whose  willing 
co-operation  is  also  appreciated.

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 

Scarlet  fever  was  more  prevalent  than  usual,  the  61  cases  notified  being  the 
highest  since  1959.  There  have  been  no  oases  of  diphtheria  in  Lancaster  since  1948 
but  this  fortunate  state  of  affairs  oan  only  be  maintained  provided  the  proportion^ 
of  children  immunised  is  maintained  at  a  high  level  year  by  year.  Individual 
protection  is  necessary  for  every  family. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 

The  biennial  rhythm  of  measles  continues  and  the  iracidenoe  was  much  higher 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a  marked  decline  in  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  in  1965  compared 
with  1964.  The  average  yearly  incidence  from  1959-1963  was  39  and  from  1946-1955  it 
was  114. 

The  following  Table  indicates  the  number  of  children  in  the  City  who  have  been 
immunised  in  the  last  ten  years  against  diphtheria,  whooping  oough  and  tetanus,  with 
a  triple  vaccine.

Vaccination  against 
this  disease  first  became  available  in  the  latter  half  of  1956  with  Salk  vaccine  given 
by  injection o  The  new  Sabin  oral  vaccine  taken  on  a  lump  of  sugar  was  introduced 
early  in  1962  and  has  almost  entirely  superseded  the  injection  method.  The  Table  below

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Programme 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  a  comprehensive  immunisation  and  vaccination 
service  is  provided  free  of  cost.  Protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  (lockjaw),  poliomyelitis,  smallpox  and  tuberculosis  is  already  available  and 
a  measles  vaccine  is  now  being  tried  out.  This  service  is  available  for  children  at 
school  clinics  and  child  welfare  centres  as  well  as  from  family  dootors,  but  yet  far 
too  many  families  fail  to  avail  themselves  of  these  valuable  preventive  measures. 
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Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  by  means  of  a 
triple  vaccine  is  quick,  safe  and  readily  available  but  in  any  one  year  some  25 
per  cent  of  infants  under  two  years  of  age  remain  unprotected. 

In  Health  Division  No.  2  at  the  end  of  1965  the  vaccination  "acceptance 
rates"  for  children  under  two  years  of  age  were  as  follows?"  diphtheria  -  80  per 
cent,  whooping  cough  -  79  per  cent,  poliomyelitis  -  73  per  oent,  smallpox  -  48  per 
cent.  Although  these  rates  are  higher  than  for  the  Administrative  County  as  a 
whole,  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement. 
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CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (OTHER  THAN  TUBERCULOSIS)  NOTIFIED  DURING  1965 
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Tuberculosis  -  Incidence 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  in  1965  was  19,  six 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Over  the  preceding  10  years  notified  cases  averaged  23 
per  annum,  and  in  1915,  when  records  were  first  started  in  the  City,  the  annual  inci¬ 
dence  was  about  120. 

There  were  2  cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  in  1965  as  against  6  in  1964. 

For  all  forms  of  tuberculosis,  therefore,  new  cases  notified  totalled  21  against 
19  in  the  previous  year  and  an  annual  average  incidence  of  28  for  the  period  1955-1964.

Control  of  Tuberoulosis 


Progress  in  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  Great  Britain  in  the  last  ten  years 
or  more  has  been  dramatic.  Nevertheless,  the  incidence  of  new  cases  and  the  mortality 
of  this  disease  are  still  such  that  there  oan  be  no  room  for  complaoenoy.  The  21  new 
cases  and  the  one  death  in  the  City  in  1965  were  equivalent  to  a  notification  rate  of 
44  and  a  mortality  rate  of  2  per  100,000  population.  The  oomparable  rates  for  England 
and  Wales  were  36  and  5  per  100,000, 

Although  the  use  of  specific  drugs  for  the  treatment  of  tuberoulosis  has  been  the 
prime  factor  in  controlling  its  spread  in  the  community,  there  are  already  over  3,000 
drug  resistant  cases  in  the  country.  The  disease  too  often  still  goes  undiagnosed, 
especially  in  elderly  people,  and  there  are  still  sufficient  infeotious  people  at  large 
to  have  caused  a  primary  infection  in  some  15  per  cent  school  children  by  the  age  of  13. 
However  favourable  the  trend  over  the  last  decade,  unremitting  efforts  to  prevent 
further  infections  among  younger  people  remains  essential.

Graph  to  show  the  relative  decline  in  notified  cases  and  deaths 
expressing  the  five  year  period  1916  -  1920  as  100  per  cent. 


Since  1957  routine  tuberculin  skin  testing  has  been  carried  out  in  school  child¬ 
ren  over  12  years  of  age,  During  1965,  393  pupils  in  City  schools  who  were  found  to 
be  negative  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  were  vaccinated  under  the  B.C.G.  programme. 
Positive  reactors  were  all  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  X=ray  examination  and 
follow«up.  In  addition,  the  consultant  chest  physicians  carried  out  B.C.G.  vaccination 
on  92  infants  and  children  who  were  at  risk  from  close  contact  with  infectious  cases. 
Vaccination  confers  a  substantial  degree  of  protection  against  subsequent  natural 
infection. 

One  of  the  most  effective  means  for  discovering  unknown  sources  of  infection  is 
by  mass  radiography,  and  since  1961  a  mobile  unit  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board  has  been  conducting  an  annual  survey  in  this  area.  Over  the  past  five  years  the 
following  numbers  of  people  in  Lancaster  have  voluntarily  submitted  themselves  for 
chest  X-rays-  1961  -  16,3165  1962  -  1,292;  1963  -  4,543;  1964  -  10,208;  1965  -

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1965.  The  report  deals,  as 
usual,  with  the  broad  field  of  work  oarried  out  by  your  staff  and  gives  some  indication 
of  the  result  of  their  efforts.  A  major  portion  of  the  information  in  the  report  has  to 
be  statistical  but  comments  are  made  where  figures  alone  would  be  insufficient. 

Statistics  alone  are  insufficient  to  indicate  the  state  of  happiness  or  wretched¬ 
ness  that  housing  conditions  can  produce.  Lancaster  certainly  has  not  the  serious  hous¬ 
ing  problems  which  exist  in  many  of  the  larger  towns,  but  it  is  still  necessary  to  review 
from  time  to  time  the  state  of  housing  in  the  City  as  a  whole,  and  not  allow  an  apparent 
sufficiency  of  dwellings  to  lead  to  complacency. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  improving  conditions  in  houses  in  multi-occupation  and 
it  is  good  news  that  families  living  in  rooms  who  apply  for  council  houses  are  generally 
offered  accommodation  within  about  six  months  after  application.  Childless  couples  and 
single  people  living  in  rooms  have,  however,  to  wait  about  two  years. 

One  of  the  indications  from  the  survey  of  houses  in  multi-occupation  is  that  about 
50  per  cent  of  people  living  in  rooms  regard  their  stay  in  Lancaster  as  temporary.  This 
points  to  a  continuing  need  for  readily  available  furnished  accommodation  which  has 
reasonable  facilities  for  cooking  etc.,  and  is  maintained  in  good  repair  and  clean  condi¬ 
tion.  It  all  points  to  a  need  for  supervision. 

There  is  growing  uneasiness  about  the  charge  on  public  funds  for  housing  purposes, 
but  only  a  full  inquiry  will  reveal  whether  it  would  be  reasonable  for  Lancaster  to 
abolish  or  reduce  the  housing  charge  on  the  rates. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  food  samples  indicate  that  an 
improvement  is  needed  in  the  way  food  is  prepared  and  handled  in  the  City. 

I  sincerely  acknowledge  the  loyal  support  and  co-operation  of  the  whole  staff  of 
the  Department  throughout  the  year.

There  are  no  authorised  caravan  or  camping  sites  in  the  City,  but  46  visits 
were  mad©  during  the  year  in  connection  with  unauthorised  use  of  sites  for  caravans. 

During  September  a  group  of  about  100  people  with  20  caravans  and  lorries 
entered  on  land  in  the  Aldeliffe  area  without  permission.  No  water  supply, 
sanitary  accommodation  or  means  for  disposal  of  waste  matter  was  provided  and 
there  was  a  risk  to  public  health.

Smoke  Control  Areas 

Smoke  Control  Orders  Nos«  2  and  3,  which  relate  to  the  Scotforth  area  and 
Ridge  Estate,  do  not  become  operative  until  1st  November,  1966, 

The  fireplaces  in  663  privately  owned  houses  in  these  areas  should  be  adapted 
to  burn  smokeless  fuel  before  that  date.  By  the  end  of  1965  the  fireplaces  in  40 
of  these  houses  had  been  adapted  with  the  aid  of  financial  grants  from  the  Council. 
Other  fireplaces  may  have  been  converted  without  the  aid  of  financial  grants 
because  many  people  are  voluntarily  turning  away  from  solid  fuels  towards  gas  and 
electricity,  especially  gas,  as  a  means  of  heating.  It  seems  likely  that  with  the 
recent  finds  of  natural  gas  the  majority  of  people  will  soon  be  heating  their  homes 
with  piped  supplies,  rather  than  with  solid  fuels. 

.  Our  progress  towards  freeing  the  air  from  smoke  has  been  slower  than  was 
anticipated  a  few  years  ago.  Nevertheless,  we  are  making  some  progress.  Because 
of  the  benefits  derived,  smoke  control  is  undoubtedly  an  economically  sound 

operation. 


During  the  year  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  59  observations  of  factory, 
etc.  chimneys.  The  total  time  spent  on  these  observations  was  11  hours,  18  minutes.

General  Situation 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


Lancaster  has  not  the  serious  housing  problems  which  exist  in  many  of  our 

larger  cities,  but  it  is  still  necessary  for  the  Cour.til  to  be  kept  informed  regarding 

the  state  of  housing  in  the  City  as  a  whole. 

At  the  end  of  1965  there  were  811  applicants  for  council  dwellings  on  the  waiting 
list,  but  about  60  per  cent  of  these  applicants  already  had  a  house  of  their  own. 

During  the  year,  133  new  dwellings  were  completed  and  at  the  year  end  a  further 
128  were  in  course  of  construction.  There  was  only  one  recorded  case  of  statutory 
overcrowding  in  the  City  and  our  slum  clearance  programme  was  a  small  one. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  improving  conditions  in  houses  in  multiple  occupation. 

Because,  however,  of  the  exceptionally  bad  conditions  in  one  of  these  houses,  the 

Council  was  compelled  to  take  over  its  control  and  management. 

The  rate  of  improvement  of  the  older  houses  and  the  amount  of  repair  and  mainten¬ 
ance  work  done  in  the  privately  rented  sector,  was  disappointing. 

One  difficulty  with  respect  to  the  improvement  of  houses  is  the  cumbersome  legal 
procedure  for  improvement  areas.  Another  is  the  apparently  poor  return  on  capital 
invested  in  some  houses  in  the  privately  rented  sector.  The  rents  of  many  houses  in 
the  private  sector  are  tied  by  controls  and  in  the  public  sector  are  subsidised.  The 
effect  of  both  these  measures  is  to  obscure  the  true  cost  of  providing,  maintaining 
and  managing  houses.  Few  landlords  in  the  private  sector  know  what  is  the  oost  of 
providing  and  maintaining  their  houses.  Tenants  of  both  privately  and  publicly  owned 
houses  are  thus  left  with  wrong  concepts  of  rent  values. 

Rents  are  often  calculated  on  the  basis  of  rateable  values,  but  these  are  only 
estimates  of  what  rents  the  houses  might  command  in  a  free  market,  if  there  was  one. 
There  has,  however,  never  been  a  free  market  for  council  houses,  nor  a  free  market  for 
most  houses  in  the  private  sector  for  over  40  years. 
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Realistic  rents  of  all  houses  built  during  the  last  40  years  or  so,  could  be 
calculated  on  the  cost  of  providing,  maintaining  and  managing  them.  Similar  cost 
rents  could,  no  doubt,  be  calculated  for  older  houses. 

As  the  proportion  of  municipal  and  owner-occupied  houses  increase,  there  is 
national  and  local  uneasiness  about  the  payment  of  housing  subsidies.  There  is 
also  a  lack  of  information  about  the  need  for  these  subsidies,  especially  those  which 
are  a  charge  on  local  rates.  If  the  charge  on  local  rates,  for  housing  purposes,  were 
discontinued,  the  rents  charged  for  counoil  houses  would  have  to  be  high  enough  to 
meet,  in  full,  loan  charges,  management  and  maintenance  costs,  less  the  national 
Exchequer  subsidies.  Only  a  full  inquiry  would  reveal  whether  it  would  be  reasonable 
for  Lancaster  to  abolish  or  reduce  the  housing  charge  on  the  rates,  because  a  sooiety 
has  an  accepted  responsibility  to  ensure  its  people  are  properly  housed.  On  the 
other  hand,  subsidies  provided  to  relieve  social  injustices  should  not  create  them.

Rehousing  by  Cita 


During  1965  the  Housing  Department  rehoused  59  households  from  houses  in  the 
City  in  multiple  occupation  and  33  of  these  were  from  houses  requiring  the  execution 
of  works  to  make  them  suitable  for  multiple  occupation,. 


The  Housing  Manager  has  informed  me  that  the  waiting  period  for  applicants  for 
council  houses  who  are  living  in  rooms  is  only  about  4=6  months  for  families,  but  for 
childless  couples  and  single  people  it  is  about  two  years.  About  80  per  cent  of  the 
households  .living  in  rooms  are  either  childless  couples  or  single  people. 


About  50  per  cent  of  the  people  living  in  the  houses  surveyed  up  to  the  end  of 
1965,  regarded  themselves  as  being  only  temporarily  resident  in  Lancaster,  and  about 
one~third  of  these  were  born  outside  the  United  Kingdom.
